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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pujare et 
al. (hereinafter "Pujare", US Pub No 2002/00831 83 A1 ). 

As per claims 1-3, Pujare discloses a rich client application delivery (RCAD) 
system, method, and means comprising: 

• A sever computer connected to a computer network, storing a target 
application image and executing a RCAD server application, wherein the 
target application image comprises a collection of files necessary to execute a 
target application (paragraphs [0074], [0106], [0109], [0138], [0760]); 

• A client computer connected to the computer network and having a 
processor capable of executing a client application, wherein the client application is 
adapted to communicate with the RCAD server application through the computer 
network to retrieve portions of files in response to requests by the processor to read 
from or write to the portion of the file (paragraphs [0074]-[0075], [01 06], [01 25]-[01 30], . 
[0760]),; 
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• The client application is adapted to maintain a copy of the portion of the file in a 
memory associated with the client computer (paragraph [0760]) ; 

• The client application is adapted to retrieve the portion of the file stored in the 
memory in response to subsequent requests by the processor to read from or write 
to the portion of the file (paragraphs [0760]-[0765]).
